THE JAPANESE AND NOBTA BORNEO, 


While it may be confidently asserted that 
the Japanese Govornment hes not the 
slightest intention of permittibg laborora to 
leave this country for employment in North 
Borneo, it is interesting to nate that in great

‘Twho wrote to us from Bongkong warning 


Japanese oopitalists against the country 
have been corroborated. We do not our- 
selves believe there is the least likelihood of 
Japaness onpital being attracted to North 
Bornco. 1t te trae that about 8 year ago an 
absurd report found its way into the Tokyo 
pepers, to the effect that negotiations were 
in ptogress witha view to tha purchase of 
part of Borneo by Japan, but that ie now all 
forgatten and wo greatly doubt. whether the 
idea of embarking oapital in tho territory 
ever took aubstantial form in the mind of 
any Japanese, Wo cannot, -howevor, Bay 
the sante in raference to coolie- emigration, 
Tbe Jepancte Iaborer—who indeed ta not a 
ooolia in the sonsa nsatily attached to tha 
word in this oonnection—throve so well un- 
dor tender Hawalian skies that undoubtedly 
the Japenesa authorities viewed approvingly 
proposate to send emigrants in’ other 
directiona, and it is conceivable that enter- 


prises. of this charactor wero sagotfoned 
withont proper investigation, The attempt 
to introduce Japanceo labor in New Cale~ 
donia avd Guadolnpo may bo cited, It in 
Quite possible thar. Borneo may aleo hove 
Hbeen suggested ta the authorities asa ficld 
for the employment of surplus population, 
but if exch o project was ever thought of it 
has doubtless becn floally dismissed from 
the officlal. mind, There is room in Hoke 
kaido and in Formosa for thoueands of Japa- 
nese; and ovlonization lite charity should: 
begin under one’s own flag. Our cutrenpoa- 
dent it will bo remembered urged that the 
vouatry promices little mote than a cametery 
ta coolies, and we now Hod tha correspous 
dent of the Straits “imes making the seme 
or similar statements ; but be adds, whioh 
may interest Japanese, that * ono of the most | 
important matters as effecting British in- 
tereats is the suitability of the country for 
towing cotton; the demend for cotton in 
Japan and Shanghai is. enormoas sod {n- 
oreaace monthly. It is certain that North 
Borneo’ sotto fs well adapted for mill pur- 
pores; can British onpital bo teid out to 
advantage in North Borneo in furnishing a 
supply of cotton P—Japan Advertiser.
